The Regional Board has reviewed the above referenced reports and has the following 
comment: 

• Daily flow from secondary facilities. Discharge Specification B.2 limits the flow from 
secondary facilities to a maximum of 10.7 million gallons per day (MGD). The daily 
flow from the secondary facilities was reported as 10.8 MG on September 18, 2008, 
violates the discharge specifications. The City of Oceanside notified the Regional 
Board of upgrades to the San Luis Rey Waste Water Treatment Plant in a letter 
dated July 26, 2006. In addition, the Regional Board understands that additional 
upgrades are planned for the future. A new Report of Waste Discharge should be 
submitted to the Regional Board pursuant to Reporting Requirement E.1.d and 
E.l.f, so that the Regional Board can evaluate the need to amend Order 93-07.
